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Philadelphia, Feb. 2 (By A. P.). 
Apparently in a holepess deadlock, 
the anthracite miners and operators 
broke off negotiations tonight for 
the third time since their parleys 
started in Atlantic City last July. 
The operators presented two 
plans for settlement of the hard- 
coal strike, now in its sixth month, 
and the miners one, all’ of which 
were thrown out as unacceptable by 
one side or the other. 
As a last resort, the miners asked 
that the fuil scale committees of 
each side be called into joint con- 
ference in the hope of breaking the 
deadlock, but this was voted down 
by the coal companies. 


Tension is Apparent.

The tension among the six miners 
and six operators was noticeable 
when they went into joint session, 
but a ‘“‘break’’ was not expected 80 
soon. It was known that each side 
had practically exhausted its inge- 
nuity in evolving a plan to settle 
the controversy. The joint con- 
ference was in session more than 
four hours and the announcement 
of the break came unexpectedly 
shortly after 7 p. m. 

John L. Lewis, president of the 
United Mine Workers, then issued a 
statement declaring the mine work- 
ers conid not now and would not 
later accept compulsory arbitration 
and that the suspension is now not 
a strike, but a lockout.

Completion and approval of an 
American standard acronautic 
safety code were announced to- 
day by H. M. Cranc, chairman 
of the aeronautic safety code 
sectional committee, which 
drafted it, and Dr. P. O. Agnew, 
secretary of the American en- 
gineering standards committee.

Spokesman Says That Politics 
Inspires Many Adverse 
Critics in Congress. 


President Coolidge and the Dem-

It started when reports reached 
the Senate cloakrooms that the 
White House spokesman at noon 
yesterday had warned the country 
against taking speeches made in 
Congress too seriously at this time, 
if they pertain to how the govern- 
ment is functioning. 


Politics Seen in Criticism. 


While the administration resents 
| the spread of what has been char- 
acterized by the presidential 
spokesman as “propaganda’’ on 
most of the leading questions of 
the day, there was no official reply 
yesterday to criticisms. There wag 
no question that recent speeches 
in Congress and in the agricultural 
Northwest, and the various allega- 
tions that the national defense is 
being hampered through failure to 
furnish proper appropriations, have 
been resented by those closest 
the President. But requests for 
an official declaration %n the sub 
‘ject were turned down at the execu- 
| tive offices. 

The position of President Coo!- 
idge was made plain by the official 
spokesman. He characterized the 
present as the open season for 
propaganda and attributed politi 
cal motives to much of the criti- 
cism. So far as the army and 
navy are concerned, it was made 
plain that President Coolidge be.

Bank Official Testifies as to 
Signature on $5,000 Check; 
Prosecution Rests.

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The defense in the Wan murder. 
trial took the offensive yesterday 
after waiting four weeks for the 
prosecution to parade its 50. or 
more witnesses before the jury. Its 
first move was an effort to impeach 
the testimony of the prosecution’s 
star witness, and it used: its own 
star witness in the attempt. 

A. L. Creecy, an intimate friend 
of the late Maj. Raymond Pullman, 
superintendent of police, testified 
that Dr. Kang Li, the prosecution's 
chief witness, once had told a story 
entirely different from the one he 
has told on the stand. 

He quoted Dr. Li as having said 
that he heard a shot in the Chinese 
Educational mission and that he 
became ‘“‘nervous’’ and ran to his 
home across the street. 

The triple murder was committed 
in the mission house the night of 
January 29, 1919, according to the 
police estimate. Ziang Sun Wan. 
the defendant, is charged with kill- 
ing one of the three Chinese. 


Testimony of Dr. Li. 


Dr. Li testified early in the trial 
that he had gone to the mission 
house the evening of January 31: 
Getting no response to his ring, he 
said, he climbed through a window 
and discovered the body of one of 
the murdered Chinese. Then he 
notified the police. 

‘When the government rested its 
case in the afternoon, Wilton J. 
Lambert, chief counsel for Wan, 
made his opening statement to the 
jury. He sketched Wan's life in 
China and in the United States, 
told of his illness and his weakened 
condition, and his movements on 
the night of the murder. He ex- 
plained the visit of Wan’s brother 
to the Riggs National Bank the 
morning after the murder by say- 
ing that the brother, Van, had met 
two Chinese who asked him to go 
to the bank to act as an interpreter. 
At the bank, Van presented a check 
for $5,000 which bore the purport- 
-ed signatures of two of the Chinese 
who were murdered. 

U. S. Attorney Peyton Gordon, 
who has allowed his assistant, 
George D. Horning, jr., to question 
most of the witnesses since the trial 
started, yesterday took this. role 
himself and put Creecy through a 
grueling cross-examination. He 
will continue the examination this 
morning. 

Took Pullman to Mission. 

Creecy, who is employed by a 
paper manufacturing concern, said 
be knew Maj. Pullman when they 
attended high school. The even- 
ing the triple murder was discov- 
ered he was at detective headquar- 
ters, Creecy said, and when it was 
found that the detective automo- 
bile was not available he volun- 
teered to take Maj. Pullman and 
Inspector Clifford L. Grant to the 
mission house in his own automo- 
bile. 

Creecy told of seeing the body 
of Dr. T. T. Wong near the parlor 
and the bodies of Ben Sen Wu and 
C.H. Hsie in the basement, and then 
he repeated the story he said Dr. 
Li had told Maj. Pullman and In- 
spector Grant. This, he said, took 
place in the mission house in Kalo- 
rama road. 

“Pullman asked Li what he knew 
about the murder,’’ Creecy said. 
“Li told him that he had come over 
to the mission house to get his 
money, as was his custom. He said 
he peeped through the window and 
heard a shot. He said he took an- 
other peep and spied a body. He 
said he got nervous then and ran 
away.” 

Creecy Is Cross-Examined. 

Under cross-examination, Creecy 
said he did not remember whether 
Dr. Li had mentioned the date when 
this happened. He said Dr. Li de- 
clared that he didn’t go back to the 
mission house until he missed his 
friend, Ben Sen Wu. When he did 
go back, he quoted Dr. Li as saying, 
he met a newsboy and both of them 
set out in search of a policeman. 

Maj. Gordon asked Creecy 
whether he had ever told the dis- 
trict attorney about what he had 
testified to. He answered in the 
negative. He said he had told At- 
torney Lambert about it a week or 
sO ago. ; 

When Mr. Lambert, in laying the 
foundation for an impeachment of 
Dr. Li’s testimony, asked Dr. Li last 
week whether he had told. the story 
accredited to him by Creecy, the 
Chinese became greatly excited and 
shouted, ‘‘It’s a lie!’’

Wholesale 
restraints and time-honored conven- 
tions have been abrogated. 


Oldest Sins Committed. 


“To ‘commit the oldest kinds of 
sins the newest kinds of ways’ is 
the ruling passion of the hour. This 
is disclosed in many and conspic- 
uous ways, from habits of dress, to 
social customs and usages. Marital 
ties are so loosely effected that they 
have become the legal sanction of 
an adulterous union. So-called so- 
ciety winks at indiscretions and the 
libertine mingles freely with the 
chaste and wins.the plaudits of the 
bold adventurer, whose exploits 
give piquancy and zest to the other- 
wise colorless inanities of the draw- 
ing room. 

“You and I believe that Jesus 
Christ ts the supremest need of the 
hour,” he said, in closing. ‘‘We 
believe that His teachings, unob- 
scured and undiluted by our con- 
ceits, we are solemnly bound to 
present to men whether they like 
them or not.

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POSTPONING DISARMAMENT. 


France, Italy, Japan, Czechoslovakia and 
Uruguay have joined in a suggestion to the 
league of nations that the meeting of the 
preparatory commission for disarmament be 
postponed. Accordingly the league has re- 
ferred the matter to the council, which will 
meet next month. It is now vaguely hinted 
that the commission will be called to meet not 
later than May 15. 

Dispatches from Europe state that other 
countries were anxious to postpone the dis- 
armament discussion, but did not have the 
nerve to make the suggestion. 

The promptness with which the United 
States acted in this matter took Europe's 
breath away. The pretense that the countries 
of Europe were ready to agree upon disarma- 
ment was soon exposed. They are not ready 
to agree, and they will not be ready in May. 

France is the prime mover for delay. Shé 
has two wars on hand, both of them wars of 
conquest and therefore not subject to termi- 
nation by armistice and peace treaties.

In 1910 the 
State of New York authorized an expenditure 
of approximately $200,000,000 for the purpose 
of constructing a barge canal, but with a depth 
of only 12 feet. This is not sufficient to ac- 
commodate the modern vessels which ply the 
lakes. 

In the meantime the demand for an all- 
water route from the grain States grew more 
and more persistent, and suggestions were 
made that through a joint arrangement be- 
tween the United States and Canada a channel 
might be dug through the rapids of the St. 
Lawrence, which, in addition to supplying the 
much desired outlet to the Gulf of St. Law- 
rence, would also serve to supply enormous 
power for the development of hydroelectric 
energy. This plan was heartily indorsed by 
‘the Northwestern States when first suggested. 
But an insuperable obstacle was encountered 
when the Canadian authorities announced that 
no deepening of the St. Lawrence river which 
might result in detriment to the commerce of 
Montreal would be permitted in that portion 
of the river wholly within the jurisdiction of 
the Dominion, and, further, that the Dominion 
would under no circumstances permit the ex- 
port of any portion of the power to.the United 
States. 

Congress, at the last sessie@n, directed the 
board of engineers of the army to make a sur- 
vey of a suitable ‘‘all-American’’ channel, for 
seagoing craft, from Lake Erie to the Atlantic. 
The survey has been completed and Chairman 
Dempsey, of the committee on rivers and har- 
bors, expects ‘that the report will be received 
from the War Department by the House with- 
in‘two weeks. It is understood that the route 
chosefi by the engineers is entirely within the 
State of New York, that*its estimated cost will 
be about $500,000,000, and that the project is 
entirely feasible and practical. The question 
of cost need not be considered, for, that cost, 
whatever it may be, will be returned many 
times, alike to the producer and the consumer.

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ARE CORPORATIONS EVIL? 


There is a class of statesmen always willing 
and anxious to pick flaws in corporations, to 
assail them at every turn, assuming that they 
are dishonest and altogether rascally. In 
many instances, it has become a sort of dis- 
ease. It is called legislative ‘‘reform’’ or legis- 
lative ‘‘progress’’ to create the impression in 
the public mind that a corporation, by the 
very nature of the case, is essentially bad and 
beyond redemption. Those sleuths reverse the 
ordinary rule that a man is innocent until 
proved guilty-——-a corporation is guilty until 
proved innocent. 

In the entire controversy going on in the 
Senate over taxing corporations, there is a sus- 
picion that refunds of taxes to some corpora- 
tions constitute frauds both on the part of the 
corporations and the officials of the internal 
revenue bureau. When a member of Congress 
gets into that frame of mind, he is hardly fit

Clean and pick over one quart of 
clams, using one cup of cold water; 
drain them, reserve the liquor, heat 
| to the boiling point and strain. Chop 

the clams finely, cut an inch square 


piece of fat salt pork in small pleces 
and try out. Add One onion thinly 
sliced to the pork and fry till light 
brown and place with the chopped 
clams in a stew pan. Boil two me- 
dium-sized potatoes cut in very 
small pieces’ until done and add 
these to your chowder with salt and 
pepper to taste and a pint and a half 
of milk. Hring the chowder to the 
boiling point, add the clam juice 
(not to exceed a cup and a half, or 
at the most two cups) and thicken 
the whole to the desired consis- 
tency with flour and milk thorough- 
ly blended. Add four tablespoon- 
ery melted butter and serve very 
ot. 


White Corn Cake. 

Cream 1.4 cup butter and add 
1-2 cup sugar, 1 1-3 cups of milk 
alternately with 1 1-4 cups white 
cornmeal, 1 1-4 cups flour, 4 tea- 
spoons: baking-powder and 1 tea- 
spoonful salt mixed and sifted to- 
gether.
